.ain part of the Begonia Family is divided into 
» grcups, Tuberous, Rex, and Fibrous. 


uberous Begonias are the descendants of species 
hat came from regions where it is either too cold 
or too dry for active growth during the winter; 
therefore, they lose their tops and carry over as 
dormant tubers. The tuberous originally were 4- 
to 8-petal single flowers from which the hybridists, 
led by Victor Lemoine of France, built up the huge 
doubles—Camellia, Carnation, Hanging Basket or 
Lloydii, and the singles, Frilled, Crested, Giant 
Singles and Daffodil types that are undoubtedly 
the most beautiful flowers in the world. 


Originally the Rex Begonia was a low rhizomatous 
plant having its leaves and flowers come directly 
from a rhizome. Through crossing, especially with 
the tuberous specie Evansiana, many tall-growing 
Rex types have been evolved. This has been 
especially so in some of our hybrids. The Rexes 
are chiefly distinguished by their highly colored 
leaves and ability to propagate from leaf pieces. 
They have more varied colorings than any other 
plants in existence. Most of them have small pink 
to white flowers, some exquisitely scented. 


Fibrous Begonias are those types which come 
from areas where they need no resting time and 
are evergreen. Many of them bloom the year 
arcund. Most of them are cane type, growing from 
1 foot to 20 or 30 feet in height. There are many 
varieties that form heavy rhizomes and are low 
in growth. 


All of these types are very beautiful as they are, 
but we feel the Begonios of the fuiure are going to 
carry blood of all three groups. Most authorities 
claim they will not cross but we have found they 
do. We have been endeavoring to put all the 
colors and rex types possible into cone plant and 
to build a race of highly fragrant double tuberous 
for intercrossing between tuberous, rex, and 
fibrous. 


Begonias are fragrant mainly in the morning so 
please don’t be disappointed if our fragrant Be- 
gonias have lost their fragrance by afternoon. 
Fragrance seems to ke a volatile substance which 
evaporates with the wind and sunshine. 


It is a sex characteristic to attract the insects who 
pollenize the flowers. 


FIBROUS BEGONIAS 


SEMPERFLORENS 


Semperflorens is the name given to the Begonias 
commonly found in homes all over the United 
States. They usually have shiny green leaves 
though a few varieties have reddish brown leaves, 
and most of the common ones have single pink, 
white or red tlowers. We have, in the course of 
several years, grown thousands of seedlings to 
produce doukle flowers in this popular group. We 
have introduced ihe following plants as the best 
we have grown. Others are also working on this. 


SNOWBLUSH (Fairyland Hybrid).* Most outstand- 
ing white double we nave produced. White outer 
petals, shading to pink in the center, sometimes 
almost wine red. Good contrast for Geneva Scarlet 
Beauty and 101. Larger and better shaped flower 
on a slightly larger growth than the Geneva 
Scarlet Beauty. Everb:ooming. Fine houseplant.

101 (Fairyland Hybrid). Our giant pink, like Ge- 
neva Rose Beauty but arows twice as large with 
flowers twice the size carried on longer stems. 
Everblooming. A better semperflorens.

RUBY JEWEL CALLA (Fairyland Hybrid). A sen- 
sationally unique and Jovely Begonia introduced 
about two years ago. It has double red flowers of 
Geneva Scarlet Beauty. A good proportion of the 
leaves are snow-white or splotched white similar 
to the old Calla Begonia. The unfolding white 
leaves look like the bloom of the well known Calla 
Lily.

The white in the leaf of Ruby Jewel Calla is clearer 
than the old type. It makes a fine dwarf, compact 
3- to 5-inch pot plant aid does well in the house. 
We suggest you do no allow more than one-third 
of the leaf area to become white. The lower leaves 
may be removed if they are white, cut leave some 
of the large tips white as ihe blooms come from 
the white poriion. White leaves do not make any 
focd for the plant and they rob the green growth 
of the food it makes. 


We are shipping Ruby Jewel Calla Begonia only 
at the customer’s risk. We have tried many meth- 
ods of shipment but many of the plants have rotted 
enroute. They are beautiful plants but very diffi- 
cult to ship and due to our rather moist conditions 
in ihe greenhouse they are somewhat difficult for 
us to propagate. Any ideas on the subject of 
shipping ihese plants that will help us work out 
this difficulty will be greatly appreciated. Stock

PINK JEWEL CALLA (Fairyland Hybrid). Sport of 
the Ruby Jewel Calla with rosze-pink double 
blooms, green and white leaves. Shipped at cus- 
tomer’s risk only.

GENEVA SCARLET BEAUTY resembles the Sem- 
perflorens type in foliage. Compact, low growth, 
gcod pot plant. Has double red kall-like flowers. 
With feeding the flowers can be 1% inches in 
diameter. Makes a fine contrast for Snowblush.

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MEDIUM AND SMALL-LEAVED UPRIGHT FIBROUS BEGONIAS 


ODORATA ALBA. One of the very best of fra- 
grant Begonias. It makes a tall plant but can be 
kept within bounds by pinching the top of the 
plant when it gets too tall. This wiil also make 
the plant branch. It has glossy green leaves with 
large clusters of fragrant white flowers. Ever- 
blooming. Our stock came from Alfred D. Robin- 
son and cuttings from this strain have been sold for 
about 35 years as Odorata Alba. Our plant in 
greenhouse is over 8 feet tall. 75c each 


TEA ROSE (Fairyland Hybrid). It is a hybrid of 
Odorata Alba and Dichroa. We didn't get the 
orange flowered Fibrous that we were working 
for but we did get a lovely house plant. It is 
medium height in growth with glossy green leaves 
that turn slightly reddish in the sunlight. The pink 
flowers, carried in large clusters, have a tea rose 
fragrance. Of course one must remember that Be- 
gonias are fragrant mainly in the morning. Ever- 
blooming. 75c each 


OADI (Fairyland Hybrid). This plant is from the 
same grcup of seedlings as Tea Rose. Flowers are 
much larger and a lighter shade of pink than Tea 
Rose but does not have any fragrance. One of 
the finest everblooming Fibrous we have. Our 
stock of this plant is limited so we will propagate 
on order. 75c each 


FOLIOSA (Columbia, 1825).* Every collector of 
- oddities should have Foliosa, as it is the smallest 
leaved Fibrous Begonia. The very small leaves 
grow flat from the stern, giving the appearance of 
a fern. Loveliest of all the small leaved group. 
Flowers are small and white. Our stock is so 
limited we will have to propagate only on order.

FLORIBUNDA ROSEA. This was incorrectly called 
Fuchsioides in our 1944 catalog. Leaves are car- 
ried close to the stem. It is everblooming with 
Fuchsia-like blooms of delicate pink. Will stand 
some sun. 75c each 


RICHARDSIANA (South Africa, 1871). Another of 
the oddities in the Fihrous Begonia group. Fine 
ferny foliage, bushy in habit. Likes shade. Semi- 
tuberous. 75¢ each. 


SCHMIDTIANA (Brazil, 1879). Good houseplant, 
thrives and blooms constantly with little care. It 
is a bushy low grower with olive-green fuzzy 
slightly ruffled leaves. Underside of leaf is dark 
red with green margin. Pinkish white flowers on 
red stems. 90c each 


MANDA’S WOOLY BEAR. Small grower, year- 
round bloomer though some catalogs list it as a 
winter bloomer. Leaf thick and round, very dark 
green. Underneath side of leaf and stems covered 
with brown fuzz. Odd. We are offering it only 
in response to demand for it from our customers. 
We do not consider it of value in hybridization. It 
occurred as a seedling in Manda's Orange, New 
Jersey nursery, several years ago. 50c each

SCHARFFIANA GROUP 


SCHARFFIANA (Brazil). It is a very sturdy grower 
with large, thick, hairy, round leaves, dark green 
above and Indian red underneath. The new growth 
elerges from a hood-like sheath. The white flow- 
ers are borne on long stems dividing like a pair 
of horns. The whole plant with the exception of 
the flowers is covered by a fine white hair. This 
plant can be used as an upright but also makes a 
fine basket plant. Stock very limited. Propagated

ALTO DA SERRA (Brazil, 1943).

They look like purses when they are in bud. This 
everbloomer is a fine addition to any window 
garden or lath house.

PROCUMBENT TYPES 


RICINIFOLIA (Cross between B. heracleifolia and 
B. nelumbiifolia, 1847). Sends up long hairy stems 
with enormous bronzy leaves resembling the 
Castor Bean in shape. Bloom stalks often 4 feet 
long, bunches of pink flowers about 18 inches 
across. The individual flower is small, giving an 
airy, lacy effect. -Wonderful tub plant and very 
ha:dy. No plants ready for sale before August, 
1947.

RICINIFOLIA X AUTUMN (Fairyland Hybrid). This 
is a miniature of Ricinifolia. No plants ready for 
shipment until July, 1947. 75c each 


RUBELLA. A medium grower with smooth, bronze 
green leaves speckled with many mahogany 
colored spots on upper side. Under side deep 
red and hairy. Pink blooms. Will propagate om 
order.

CAROLINAEFOLIA (Mexico). Light green upright 
stem as thick as one’s wrist with white spots on 
it. The light green leaves are cut to the stem, 
making 8 leaflets or fingers each om a separate 
small stem.

SUNDERBRUCKII (Commonly called Star Begonia). 
The leaves of our planis vary from light green 


to green and bronze. They are 8 to 12 inches

SUNDERBRUCKII X AUTUMN (Fairyland Hybrid) 
Black center shading to dark green on tips of leaf.

CAROL STAR (Fairyland Hybrid). Caroliniaefolia 
x Sunderbruckii cross. Makes a deeply cut leaf, 
light green, very much like Sunderbruckii only 
more deeply cut. Lovely sprays of pink flowers on 
long stems above the foliage. The flower clusters 
drop their stipules that make Sunderbruckii look 
rather messy when clusters get older. This leaves 
a clear cut, clean and lovely flower cluster with 
nothing to mar its beauty. Spring bloomer but 
gives a lovely house plant all year around. It is 
a combination of two good house plants. Stock

TREE FORM 


CORALLINE LUCERNE. The largest of all this 
type. Large leaves, dark green upper with silver 
spots, red underneath; large clusters of deep pink 
flowers. Our stock is so limited we will propagate 
only on order. 75c each 


CORAL RUBRA (Often called the Angel Wing). 
Tall vigorous grower resembling bamboo. The 
light green leaves are so placed on the branch 
that they resemble the hunched wings of the il- 
lustratead Angels of long ago. The coral flowers 
are carried in large drooping clusters. Stock is 
limited but we will propagate on order. 75c each 


ORANGE RUBRA (Fairyland Hybrid, 1947). These 
are our crosses between Dichroa and Coral Rubra 
back with Dichroa, giving plants that grow erect 
like Rubras but not as tall, with the lovely orange 
Dichroa flowers. Cuttings from a selection of the 
best seedlings of this group. Stock is very limited. 
Orders will be filled as stock is available.

PINK SPOT LUCERNE (Fairyland Hybrid, 1947). 
One of a group of seedlings, crosses between 
Coralline Lucerne and Dichroa, that in place of 
normal silver spotting on the dark green leaves 
has lovely pink spots. It is much shorter than 
Lucerne, growing only 3 to 34% feet high. Flowers 
are in slightly smaller clusters and a darker color 
—light red. It is greatly admired by our cus- 
tomers who see it here. We believe this is one 
of the most interesting groups of crosses for house 
plants that can be made. We plan this summer to 
grow a large number of second generation seed- 
lings from this group. Stock is very limited so or- 
ders will be filled as stock is available.

ODD AND RARE VARIETIES 


CATHAYANA (South China). Bright green leat 
with crimson veins on upper side and mottled 
crimson underneath. Silver pink fuzz covers the 
entire leaf giving a velvety appearance. Well 
branched plant growing about 36 inches tall. One 
of the few orange flowered Fibrous with flowers 
one inch across carried in clusters. Very showy.

LUXURIANS (Brazil). It is another novelty every 
collector of Begonias should own. Looks more like 
a palm than a Begonia. Medium green leaf, car- 
ried like an umbrella, is divided to the center, mak- 
ing many narrow leaflets. Small rosette of leaves 
in center of leaf where it joins the stem. Tiny 
white flowers carried in huge clusters. Leaves 
can grow to a foot across and ihe plant can grow 
to 10 feet tall but it can be kept any height by 
pinching. Very distinctive. $1.00 each 


DIADEMA (Borneo). Tall, growing to about 3 feet. 
Stems erect. Maple leaf shaped leaves of dark 
green with silver spots on each side of veins of leaf. 
Blackish hue in center of leaf. Flowers white, 
faintly flushed with pink. An old variety but some 
find it rather difficult to grow. Stock is limited 
but we will propagate on order. $1.00 each 


IMPERIALIS (Mexico). Low, small growing plant. 
Round leaf, brownish green. Hairs are on little 
pimples and give the leaf the appearance of vel- 
vet. Clusters of small white flowers held above 
the foliage. A very attractive plant but a little 
touchy to grow. $1.25 each

GLAUCOPHYLLA SCANDENS (Ivy Begonia). So 
named because it makes a good hanging basket 
plant much like ivy. Sturdy plant with light green 
leaves. Its brick red flowers in spring add much 
to its beauty.

Scented, especially 
in the morning as well as the finest roses. Stock

SUTHERLANDII (South Africa). Semi-tuberous. 
Small green leaves and lovely single orange 


flowers. Graceful basket plant. Very popular.

Lovely 6-inch 
bloom of perfect Camellia type colored deep gold 
on face and deep pink on back of petals, giving

PINK FAIRY (Fairyland Hybrid). In Begonia cross- 
ing it sometimes takes 500 crosses before one gets 
a pod cf seed io set on a tu*ercus x fibrous cross 
and there may be only a few seed in the pod. 
When one gets the seed the next job is making it 
grow, so it is not an easy task. We were fortunate 
in being able to grow a few plants of tuberous x 
[mper.quis and out of all of them our PINK FAIRY 
is the best. The leaf is somewhere between the 
tuberous and Imperialis. It is medium green and 
sparkles like crystals when the sun shines on it. 
Leaves can go up to 5 inches in length. Flowers 
are a medium shade of pink, around 3 inches in 
diameter with full Camellia center. They will 
flower the year round with the proper temperature. 
Good keeping quality. Stock limited. $3.00 each 
We have Red, Salmon and White shades in the 
above cross but not as nice growth and they don't 
kloom as well in winter as PINK FAIRY. We are 
endeavoring to produce better varieties in these 
colors. These present varieties will be sent in 
Fibrous Collections or as a separate order at $1.50 
each.

IVER (Fraiyland Hybrid). Cross between Semper- 
florens x Tuberous x Verschafeltii. 2¥2-inch, double, 
light pink flowers.

RED GLORY (Fairyland Hybrid). Cross between 
Sunderbruckii x Tuberous.

REX BEGONIAS 


Rex Begonias are difficult to describe as certain 
amounts of light will bring out the true coloration 
in the Rex leaves where too much or too litile 
may change the co.or considerably. Sorry, our 
photographs of the two group plates of Rex leaves 
did not reproduce true to color. The pink and lav- 
en cer shading and the brilliance of the leaves is 
entirely lacking, but ihey give an idea of com- 
parative size and some cf the coloring. This was 
due to improper lighting when our photographs 
were taken. We expect to have piciures more true 
to color next year. We expect also in 1948 to have 
many new flat leaved and spiral varieties in 
many bright colors, and as they become availa- 
ble in quantity we will have them photographed 
for use in future catalogs.

BABY RAINBOW (Fairyland Hybrid). Much in- 
terest is being shown in Miniature Rex Begonias 
and our Rex BABY RAINBOW is a very colorful 
addition to this group. It is a small low Rex cross 
with leaves around 4 inches, colored in varying 
zones shading to pink, silver, vivid green with 
silver spots and edged with black-purple. This 
is the finest small pot plant variety we have 
ever seen. This is difficult to prepagate in the
